The drug clerk cannot be held respon- 
sible for such mistakes, but be ii likely 
to receive aT^arl of the blame 
The 


prescription clerk hai not only Ibo mis 
takes.of tbe doctora-lo contend wltb, but 
*>lto ot the wholesale drug Uouici that' 
•apply the store. A clerk In a wholesale 
house may wrongly label a package, and 
If tbe prescription clerk Is not thoroughly 
fimlllar with hit drugi an error Ii the 
result. A clerk not long t»o told me of 
a very narrow escape ho had. A package 
had an outside wrapper showing it to be 
a Terr~atmple elixir, and contrary to 
what had been hi* usual cuitom before 
tiling he tore It off and-what wa* bis 
consternation to find U labeled a deadly 
polton. There Ii another trouble In that 
phyilelsni u a rule do not write very 
legible handi. It It just possible tbat a 
badly written word may be misconstrued 
by the man who haadlci the prescrip- 
tion and »"">re .or lc:; aerloui-error 
inade.
